LOXDON, Oct. 
1.—Sunday r.iorning tho 


whole city was again startled by tho news 
that two moi-o murders had been adiled to 
tho list of mysterious crimes that have re- 
cently been committed in Wiiitcchanel. 
The two victims, as in the former cases, 
wore dissolute women of the poorest class. 
That the motivo of the murderer was not 
robbery is shown by the fact that no at- 
tempt was made to despoil the bodies. 


Tht) first murder occurred in a narrow 


court off Bornors street at an early hour 
beneath tlie windovvs or a foreigners' so- 
cialist club. A concert was in progress 
and many members oC the club were pres- 
ent, 
but 
uo 
sound was heard 
from 


tho 
victim. 
The 
same 
process 
had 


been 
followed 
as in the other casos. 


The 
woman had been sei/.cd by the 


throat and her cries choked and tbe mur- 
derer, with 0:10 sweeping cut, had severed 
bor throat from oar to car. 
A club man 


on entering the court stumbled over the 
body, which was lying only two .yards 
from the street. A stream of warm blood 
was .Towing from the body into the gutter. 
The murderer had evidently been dis- 
turbed before he had time to mutilate bis 
victim. 


The second murder was committed three- 


quarters uf an hour later in llitro square, 
ilvo minutes1 walk from the scene of tho 
ilrst crime. Policemen patrol tlio square 
every ton minutes. Tbe body of tho un- 
fortunate woman had boon disemboweled, 
tbo throat cut and the nose severed. Tbe 
heart and lungs hud been thrown aside aad 
tho entrails were twisted ir:to tbo gaping 
wound around the neck. 


The incisions show a rough dexterity. 


The work of dissection was evidently 
dono with tho utmost hasto. 
Pending tho 


report of tlio doctors it is not knowa 
whether or not a portion of tho viscera 
was taken away, Tho doctors, after a 
hasty examination of the body, said they 
thought it must buvc taken about live min- 
utes to complete tlio work of the murderer, 
who then had plenty of timo to escape tho 
patrol. 


ititro Square, tto sceno of tho second 


murder, is a thoroughfare. 
Many people 


pass through the square early on Sunday 
morning on their way to prepare for mar- 
ket iu the notorious Petticoat lane. The 
publicity of tho placo adds to the daring- 
ness ot the crime. The police, who have] 
been severely criticised in connection with 
tho TVhitechapoi murders, are paralyzed 
by theso latest crimes. 


The inhabitants ol "Whitcchapol are dis- 


mayed. Tbo vigilance committees which 
were formc-d after the iirst crimes were 
committed bad relaxed their e.lcrts to 
capture tho murderer. At several meet- 
ings held in "Whitechapcl last night it tvas 
resolved to resumo the woric or patrolling 
tho streets in the district in which the 
murders have occurred. 


Dr. Blaclcwcll, who was called to view 


tho remains of the Jlorncrs .street victim, 
gave it as his opinion thut the samo man, 
uviduntly a maniac, had committed both 
murders. Tho Borners street victim had 
evidently been dragged back by a hand- 
kerchief worn around the throat. 


Tho inquest will bo held ut 11 o'clock this 


morning. Tour doctors will bo on the 
jury. Tho inquest os too Mitra Square 
victim will probably bo held on Tuesday. 


The Bcrners street victim was Elizabeth 


Stride, a native of Stockholm, who resided 
in a common lodging house. The name ol 
the other victim is not known. 


Ifi consequence of the refusal of Home 


Secretary Matthews to offer a reward for 
tho arrest of the "VVhitccapel murderer the 
pooplo of tho East end on Saturday pe- 
titioned the Queen herself to authorize the 
offering of a reward. 


Tbo Daily Tekffraph, 
commenting on tho 


murder, says: "If tho Homo Secretary 
fails to wako up and do his duty Lord Sal- 
isbury will have to dismiss n Minister who 
has not good sense enough to resign."

I have'gone 
over those statements in detail and figured 
them up and they were without flaw, but I 
nevci-could make the problem corr.o om 
right in practice. Tho dog ate up several, 
to begin with. "When I killed the dog some 
now kind of epidemic that was fond of chick- 
ens cume along. Then some were stolen and 
tho rest got tired of me and wont 
av'ay to a neighbor who could understand 
nnd sympathize with tbo;i- various moods. 
They refused to lay in tho nice comfortable 
bo:ccs 1. provided, but preferred to go out to 
tho back fields, accumulate a wealth of eggs 
and then sit on them. Finally the hen 
would become weary of tho sedentary busi- 
ness when she found seclusion and inactiv- 
ity telling on her health, and would basely 
abandon the eggs, wben a little more eloso 
attention to the occupation would havo re- 
sulted in complete and multitudinous suc- 
cess. Their conduct in tho matter of laying 
was most ungenerous. When eggs wore 
twenty-five cents a. dozen the hong would 
go on strike, when eggs were- down to 
about eight cents then they all became in- 
dustrious. Fowls seem much moro fond of 
gardening than I-am. I Imto to work iu a 
garden; they don't. Nothing delights a hen 
so mueh as to undertake tho entire super- 
vision and cultivation of a newly-planted 
garden. 
1C I could only pog away with half 


tho industry they do I would bo one o'tho 
richest market gardeners in America. They 
are at it early and late- and they cultivate 
the ground in a beautiful way that leaves it 
quito ready for plauting something else. 
Tho lirst.timo I planted seeds in tho garden 
they never came up. "Tao deep," a neigh- 
bor told mo. But that was beforo I kept 
hens. "When tho hens got right down ;o 
business tho seeds camo right up every 
time. Hens always bavo a great crop. I 
never succeeded in raising any crop but 
•weoda. Canada thistles aro iny specialty. 
My neighbor says ho never know any ono 
who was so successful In raising Canada 
thistles as 'i urn, 
In fact, iny farming has 


caused a great deal or comment iu tho neigh- 
borhood. I am surrounded by old-time farm- 
ers who ucvcr buforo saw agriculture- 
carried on by scientific methods. I go by 
tho ndvico of tho agricultural journals and 
hand-books of horticulture. 
They don't. 


They believe in planCing certain things in 
certain stages 01" tho moon.
